YESTERDAY’S RAIDS 

It is announced by the British Air 
Ministry and by headquarters, Etousa, 
that strong formations of Eighth 
Air Force heavy bombers success- 
fully attacked targets in the Ruhr 
and in Belgium yesterday. One large 
formation of Flying Fortresses with- 
out escort penctrated strong A.A. 
and fighter defences to attack the 
synthetic vubber factory at Huls, 
near Recklinghausen. 

Another formation attacked the 
General Motors plant, near Antwerp, 
experiencing heavy fighter oppo 
tion. 

Many squadrons of U.S.A.A.F., 
R.A F., Dominion and Allied fighters 
carried out escorting and supporting 
operations, and R.A.F. Mitchell 
bombers with fighter escort bombed 
docks and shipyards at Rotterdam. 
Fighters destroyed seven of the 
Axis. From these operations twenty 
bombers and four fighters are miss- 
ing. 


RAIDS ON BRITAIN 


More than a score of the Luít- 
waffe were over East, South and 
South-East England on Monday 
night. There were a few casualties. 
Two or three raiders reached the 
Greater J.ondon area, and in 
Southern [England one bomb fell 
near an Italian  prisoners-of-war 
camp. 

A British Air Ministry com- 
muniqué issued this morning states: 
‘* Beaufighters, gscorted and ‘covered 
by Spitfires and Typhoons, last night 
attacked a heavily defended convoy 
south-bound off the Dutch coast. 
Five escort vessels were sunk, whilst 
a supply ship was probably sunk.

U.S. Oil Deal 


“Scandal” 


The Assistant Attorney-General of 
the United: States told a Committee 
of the House of Representatives 
that the contract recently cancelled 
between the Navy Department and 
Standard Oil of California exceeded 
the Teapot Dome scandal. The 
contract was for the joint operation 
of the Elk Hills petroleum reserve 
in California, under which Standard 
Oil received a five-year monopoly of 
oil prodaction. 

Colonel Frank Knox, Navy 
Secretary, announced a ‘ mutual 
agreement to rescind the contract 
last week, after it had been declared, 
“illegal and invalid’? by the 
Department of Justice in a report 
to the President. 

The Assistant Attorney-General, 
Mr. Norman Littell, who made the 
statement yesterday, said that the 
contract resulted in “a form of 
partnership’’ between the Govern- 
ment and the company, the State 
owning land conveyed to a private 
concern. 

The Committee earlier refused 
Mr. Littell’s request to postpone 
any investigation order and give 
the Navy an —— cr to study 
the report by the Department of 
Justice. 


£20,000 BRIBE 


The Elk Hills reserve is one of 
two propertiés involved in the so- 
called ‘‘ Teapot Dome” oil scandal 
many years ago. Teapot Dome in 
Wyoming was the other. The oil 
lands were leased by the Navy to 
orivate interests, the Teapot Dome 
ands to the Mammoth Oil Company, 
and Elk Hills to the Pan-American 
Petroleum Company, controlled by 
Mr. Edeward Doheny. 

In proceedings started in 1921, and 
which dragged on until 1929, Mr. 
Albert B. Fall, Secretary of the 
Interior in ‘President Harding’s 
Administration, was found guilty of 
accepting a bribe of £20,000 so that 
Doheny might secure the lease of 
the Elk Hills reserve. 

Mr. Littell told the Committee: 
“This contract goes beyon: the Fall 
contracts,’’ which membe. took to 
mean that the Elk Hills agreement 
overstepped the bounds of legality 
further even than the ‘Teapot 
Dome’”’ case. Mr. Littell told 
Reuter his statément was intended 
to. indicate the extent of the Elk 
Hills contract, by which the State 
actually relinquished to a company 
an jnterest in the oil content of land. 
In the Teapot Dome case private 
interests merely acquired crude oil

5,000 Feared Killed 
by Earthquake 


So far 1,504 bodies of the v.ctims 
of the earthquake which rocked Ada 
Bazar, ‘Turkey, 
been recovered, but it is feared that 
many more are still buried in the 
ruins of the city. The Turkish 
paper, Sun Telegraf, estimates the 
killed at 5,000. 

Broken communications with the 
stricken area prevent exact details 
becoming known, but it is reported 
that three-quarters cf the town of 
Ada Bazar have been destroyed. 
The population has moved from the 
city to the surrounding fields and 
orchards, and are living in tents 

It was learned vesterday that the 
small town of Hendek (about 20 
miles east of Ada Bazar) has been 
almost completely cestroyed Other 
parts of the country have also been 
seriously affected. i 

Two earthquake tremors were felt 
at Chengtu, in the eastern Szechwan 
province of China, on Monday, it is 
reported.— (Reuter. )
